No. 15/15/93-Adm.-IV.—The question of streamlining the 
Indian Broadcasting (Engineers) Service, the Indian Broad¬ 
casting (Programme) Service and cadres under the control of 
the Ministry of Information and Broadcasting including 
different functional gtoupsand isolate^poSts In all the media 
units and organisations under the Ministry has been under 
consideration for some time past. It haaftseen decided to 
appoint a High Level Committee to study the aspects relating 
to the Services and cacdres of all the media units and organi¬ 
sations of the Ministry and suggest remedial measures. The

2. The terms of reference of the Committee will be as 
follows :- 

(a) To enquire into and examine the present state and 
structure of the Services, cadres, different functional 
groups and isolated posts in all the media units and 
organisations and suggest measures for restructuring 
them in a manner conducive to better cadre manage¬ 
ment; 

(b) To enquire into the present state of the Services, 
cadres and posts in all the media units and organi¬ 
sations with reference to training methods and facili¬ 
ties available to the officers and staff and to suggest 
appropriate measures to draw up concrete training 
programmes of the officers and staff so as to inculcate 
the required sense of professionalism: 

(c) To study the present delegation of powers, both ad¬ 
ministrative and financial, between Ministry and the 
various media units and organisations, and among 
various officers in various wings and offices of the 
media units and organisations and among their 
various subordinate offices, and to suggest suitable 
delegation and other changes to ensure smooth func¬ 
tioning of the machinery and achieve maximum 
efficiency; 

(d) To suggest methods by which better systems manage¬ 
ment can be achieved in all themedia units/organisa¬ 
tions under the Ministry ; and 
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(e) To study the working of the Field Publicity Organisa¬ 
tion and the Song and Drama Division and to suggest 
measures to make these media units more purposeful 
and effective. 

If Government decide later that any other Service in the 
Ministry of Information and Broadcasting should also be 
covered by the study, the same will be brought within the 
ambit by an amendment to this Resolution. 

3. The Committee will regulate its own procedure. It 
may set up sub-committees where required and co-opt 
members, if necessary, to provide necessary information and 
technical expertise. 

4. The Committee may consult media experts and other 
sections of interested opinion. 


5. The Committee will have its headquarters at New Delhi 
and meet as often as considered necessary, but it may visit 
such other places in the country as considered necessary for 
proper and comprehensive study of the matter. 

6. The term of the Committee will be six months. How¬ 
ever, the Committee may submit an interim report as early as 
possible but within a period of three months from the date 
of its first meeting. 

7. The membership of the Committee will be honorary but 
non-official members will be entitled to travelling and daily 
allowance in accordance with the Ministry of Finance O.M. 
No. F.6(26)-E.IV/59 dated 5-9-60 as amended from time to 
time, as for High Powered Committee.
